Like 
Paper— Inmates Thought 
an 


Earthquake Had Taken Place and 


Fled, Shrieking, From Their Homes. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 19.—Many work­ 
men, hundreds of 
residents in the 
neighborhood, and numerous passers­ 
by had narrow escapes from death, 
when two large gas tanks exploited in 
the gas aud oil storage house of the 
Philadelphia & Reading railway, at 
Ninth street and Fairmount avenue, 
carrying fire, ruin and destruction In 
their path. 
80 terrific was the force of these 
two explosions, that 
more 
thau a 
score of bouses were crushed in like ; 
paper. 
The ground shook for squares 
around, causing persons to totter. 
To add to the general horror, doz 
•ns of barrels of gasoline, and huge 
Iron 
tanks, 
containing inflammable 
oils, exploded with terrific violence, 
filling the air with fragments of steel 
and billows of flame. Men were blown I 
through the 3ides of buildings. their 
clothes tom completely 
from their 
body. Their limbs were crushed and 
broken and their hair singed from 
their bodies. Great beams fell, carry­ 
ing masses of brick and mortar with 
them, around the helpless workman 
but a divine power seemed to protect 
them, for when the first pall of sul­ 
phurous smoke aud flame had lifted, 
not a man was found killed. 
The loss Is estimated at over $200.- 
000. 
Many Buildings on Fire. 
No sooner had the noise of the ex­ 
plosions began to die away than Are 
was seen to break from a score of 
buildings at once. 
nam ing masses of 
cotton waste, which were in storage 
In the buildings, fell in a rain of tire 
upon the nearby residences. A store 
of houses from Eighth to Fairmount 
avenue, nearly to Wallace street, were 
In flames at once. 
The rear walls of 
these buildings were blow’n in by the 
fores of the explosions, and even the 
windows in the fronts of the houses 
were dashed out. 
People fled, shrieking, from their 
homes, carrying their household goods 
with them. 
M any thought that an 
earthquake had taken place and made 
no effort to put out the flames Many 
firs 
companies 
responded 
to 
the 
alarms and began to fight the flames. 
Every few minutes another explosion 
would taks place. The large iron tanks 
in which oils were stored would be- ; 
come heated, explode, and send pieces 
of iron soaring 
through the ruins 
Huge plates of metal spun through the 
air. endangering the w*ork of the Are 
man and rescuers. The fact that many 
of the rescuers were not killed when 
they dashed into tbs ruins after the 
first explosions took place, can only 
bs accounted for in one way. 
The gas tanks ware the first things 
that exploded. The tops of the** tanks 
were the weakest point, and when 
they ignited the force of the explosion 
went upward. These tors out the frail 
roofling that was overhead, and allow­ 
ed free outlet to the gas The following 
explosions also took an upward course. 
The side walls of the buildings were 
not damaged by the explosions to any 
great extent, hut later burned down. 
A string of freight cars which were 
backed in on a siding next to the 
building caught fire at once and blazed 
furiously, defying all efforts to extin­ 
guish them.

Forces Under Genera! Pew Were Ham­ 


mered Unmercifully, Being Driven 


Back a Distance of Five Miles, and 
Losing One Battery kind a Wagon 
Train. 


Bolton. Aug. 
19—General T alker 
H. Bliss and his invading army of Red 
rested last night at least five miles 
nearer Boston than they were Wed- 
j aesday. as a result of the operations 
in the mimic war game. The extreme 
left of the M assachusetts army of de- 
I fense, known a« the Blues, under com­ 
mand of Brigadier Geaeral William 
A. Pew, wa* hammered unmercifully. 
so that the entire left wing was forced 
to retreat, and in addition the Blues 
suffered the loss of one battery and a 
wagon train 
Far superior in actual numbers and 
in cavalry, the Red force swept down 
upon the Blues’ left and drove first 
Into one position and then another 
with irresistible force. 
For the past 
three days General Bliss has moved 
bis army in three divisions massed. 
with the full strength of his cavalry 
on bis left flank. In other words, the 
flying squadron has been between his 
infantry strength and the Blue arm, 
and an invincible strength it proved 
to be. with the experienced Tenth 
colored cavalry to infuse life and pur­ 
pose into the volunteer cavalrymen 
from the District of Columbia and New 
York. 
While the day s fighting forced Gen­ 
eral Pew to retreat and move his di­ 
vision 
headquarters 
from 
Robin’s 
pond hack to south Henson, the en­ 
gagement was regarded aa merely a 
preliminary to a greater battle which 
will be fought probably today. Indica­ 
tions are that the centre of this en­ 
gagement will be somewhere In the 
virlnitv of Indian Head pond, in the 
toM n of Henson 
General Pew endeavored to move 
his right wing the First brigade by a 
retrograde movement from its posi­ 
tion in and around Bridgewater to a 
point east of south Henson, there to 
reinforce the Second brigade on the 
left wing, which was facing the entire 
Red army. Forced marches were made 
during the entire morning, but when 
fighting ceased they had not arrived 
In sufficient numbers to be of any as

endeavor General Bliss changed his 
tactics and forming his entire army 
In one ions single column, with the 
cavalry well on his left flank, drove 
straight for the Blues' extreme left
